Clean Sweep of Existing 
Regime, 



While Kang Yu Wei Would Keep

Boxers Defeated Chinese Troops 
In the Pao Ting Fu 
Country. 



Tien Tsiu, Oct. 10, via Taku, Oct 12, 
and Shanghai, Oct 13.— The expedition 
against I'ao Ting Fu departed in the 
morning in two columns. The German, 
French ami Italian troops-, who are to 
take part, under command of Gen. Bail- 
lou, head of the French military forces 
in China, will follow the direct route to 
I'ao Ting Fu, while 2,000 British sol- 
diers, under Lord Campbell, will make u 
detour to the south of Pao Ting river, 
through large villages, supposed to be 
Boxer communities. Both columns will 
keep ill touch with the boat and train 
which accompanied them. A junk, arm- 
ed with :i naval 12-pounder and two 
Maxims, in with the Pekin column. 

The expedition will make a demonstra- 
tion through a wide territory covered by 
allies. While no opposition is expected 
ut Pao Ting Fu, the commanders be- 
lieve that, hostilities are possible in the 
intervening country. 

Pekin, Oct. 11.— The Boxers are in 
great force oast and west of Pao Ting 
Fu. Chinese officials report that the im- 
perial troops defeated the Boxers with 
heavy loss, but the intelligence gathered 
from the allies nnd other sources indi- 
cate that the Chinese troops were de- 
feated. 

Paris, Oct. 13.— Letters received in 
diplomatic circles hero throw a somewhat 
clearer light on the situation in Southern 
China, Where an anti-dynastic uprising is 
now in ■ progress. The .reformist move- 
ment there is divided into two distinct 
parties, one led by Kang Yu Wei, the 
other by Sun Yat Sen. The former is 
agitating for drastic reforms, but wish- 
es to retain the present dynasty; while 
Sun Yat Sen aims at deposing the Dow- 
ager Empress and making a clean sweep 
of the existing regime. The latter is 
leading the present rebellion. 

The last authentic news of hie where- 
abouts was of his presence at Yokohama 
three months ago. But since then he is 
believed to have smuggled himself into 
Southern China, and to be leading the 
reformist rebel forces, bin plan of cam- 
paign being the capture of Canton, when 
he calculates the whole of Southern 
China will join him. 

In the event ut his seriously threaten- 
ing Canton, Great Britain and France, 
possibly assisted by the other powers, 
will he forced to oppose him, which would 
create a curious situation. The powers 
would then be acting against the rebel 
forces in the South, which are anti-dynas- 
tic and friendly to foreigners, and at the 
Slime time engaged in suppressing the 
Boxer rebellion in the North, which is 
pro-dynastical and anti-foreign. 

In the meantime Kaug Yu Wei is inac- 
tive, owing, is supposed, to the pres- 
sure brought to bear on him by Great 
Britain, to which country he owes his 
liberty, if not his life, for he escaped from 
the clutches of the Dowager Empress 
on bonrd a British warship some time 
ago. 

At the present moment there are two 
armed movements in Southern China— 
tbnt of reformists, led by Sun Yat Sen, 
ami the anti-foreign, pro-dynnstic upris- 
ing of the Black Kings, who are march- 
ing north to assist the Dowager Empress. 

Berlin, Oct. 13.— The despatches from 
St. Petersburg say Prince Tunn has 
gone into the interior of China, where, 
"with the consent of the insincere Chi- 
nese government," he is arousing the 
population to arms against the foreign- 
ers. 

Russia, it is added, believes the best 
way to solve the present problem is to 
humble the court and bring the Chinese 
to terms. 

A military writer in the Tageblatt ad- 
vocates the same method, which a num- 
ber of papers endorse. The Lokal An- 
zeiger advises the adoption of strong 
measures against the Chinese Emperor. 

The Russian suggestion to submit the 
Chinese question to The Hague arbitra- 
tion court is denounced by the press, with 
the exception of the Vorwaerts, which 
endorses the plan, and says:. "A just 
court would award higher damages to 
Chinn than to the allies, who by their 
system of conquest and exploitation pro- 
voked the political situation.' 1 

A foreign office OfUcidl informed a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press, who 
questioned him regarding The Hague 
suggestion, that this plan is impractic- 
able, since the work of estimating the 
damages must he done in Ohina. Arbi- 
tration, lie added, would cause great de- 
lay, pointing out that arbitration was 
merely suggested by Russia. 

Government circles, though the- ofiicials 
are not willing to say so, continue to 
believe that the Chinese campaign will 
last long, possibly for veins, unless Em- 
peror Kwang Hsu is induced to return 
to Pekin, which is not deemed very 
likely. 



Military circles point cut that the 
severe North China winter is approach- 
ing, when the most important military 
expeditions will be impossible. 

The German foreign olllce has no late 
news from Field Marsnnl von Waldersee 
or Mr. Mumm von Schwartzenstein, the 
German minister to China. Referring 
to the remarks in the foreign press that 
von Waldersee will not find any Ameri- 
cans, Russians or Japanese at Pekin to 
command, n foreign olllce official re- 
marked that this is not true of the Jap- 
anese, since they are still in Pei Ohio Li. 

Germany's official attitude towards the 
United States answer to the French note 
is set forth to-day in the Cologne 
Gazette in nn article apparently in- 
spired. In brief it is as follows: 

" The answer, ns a whole, meets with 
approbation, both for its tone and text. 
The answer is calculated to enhance har- 
mony among the powers in their en- 
deavor to obtain sufficient redress for 
crimes committed and guarantees agninst 
their recurrence. The answer strongly 
dwells upon the punishment of the real 
ringleaders, nnd suggests supplementing 
the list of the lenders. This entirely ac- 
cords with the wishes of the German 
government." 

S'fRATHCONA ACCEPTS. 

He Will Attend a Banquet at Toronto

Toronto, Oct. 13.— The board of trade 
has received from Lord Strathcona an 
acceptance of their invitation to n ban- 
quet to be given in his honor towards 
the end of the month.

Rev. Mr. Baer of Nanalmo Has 
Encounter With Armed 
Man- 



Plucky Pastor Knocks Revolver 
From Assailants Hand and 
Tackles Him.

Nannimo, Oct. 13.— Rev. Walter W. 
Bner, returning from a visit to Acting 
Mayor Manson's house at 10 o'clock Inst 
night, was held up by a masked and 
armed footpad. 

He had just crossed the bridge over 
the Prideaux street ravine, near the 
track, met nnd passed Mr. and Mrs. 
McGirr, nnd when 10 ynrds further on, 
a man seemed to rise suddenly out of 
the earth, fonr feet from him, holding a 
revolver at arm's length, and ordered 
the clergyman to hold up his hands. 
Mr. Bner nsked why. 
The footpad reiterated the order, nnd 
Mr. Baer, backing away, asked again 
why. 

The robber then repeated the com- 
mand in such a tone that Mr. Baer 
thought best to comply, but it flashed 
across his mind as his hands went up 
that his walking cane hanging from his 
elbow might bo used to advantage. Ac- 
cordingly he brought it down instantly 
on the man's forearm, holding the pistol, 
which discharged. 

Mr. Baer immediately grappled, throw- 
ing bis arms around his assailant's 
shoulders. Robber and minister fell off 
the sidewalk into a vacant lot in deadly 
grip, and a desperate struggle ensued. 

The robber's whole effort was to escnpe 
and finally he wrenched free, got some 
yards away on his hands and knees, re- 
taining the revolver, regained his feet, 
and made off at full speed. 

Mr. Baer started home, but on passing 
the station felt a pain in his foot. Exam- 
ining it, he found blond (lowing through 
his boot, and on reaching home discov- 
ered that the bullet had penetrated his 
foot, buried itself in the muscles of the 
instep nearly half an inch. The bullet, 
must have struck a stone and re- 
bounded. 

Mr. Baer informed the police this 
morning, and precautions have been 
taken to guard the upper streets. 

The footpad was a short, muscular 
man, and spoke in a disguised voice.

Will Not Resume Work Unless 
Operators Adjust Grievances 
or Arbitrate, 



Seranton, Pa., Oct. 13.— The miners' 
convention adopted the following resolu- 
tions and adjourned sine die: "We 
would recommend that this convention 
lecept the 10 per cent, advance, provid- 
ed the operators promise its- payment 
until April, 1901, nnd will nbolish the 
sliding scale in the Lehigh nnd Schuyl- 
kill regions; the scale of wages in the 
two last named districts to remain sta- 
tionary at 10 per cent, above the present 
basis, and that the companies agree to 
adjust other grievances complained of 
with committees of their own employees. 

"Should this proposition be unaccepted 
by the operators, we recommend that the 
convention propose that all questions nt 
issue be submitted to a fair and impartial 
bonrd of arbitration. 

"Wo would further recommend that un- 
der no circumstances whatever, should 
there lie a resumption of work ut any of 
the collieriea until the operators signify 
their acceptance of this proposition, nnd 
you are notified officially that the strike 
is ended and all return to work in a body 
on the same day."

Gossip on Various Topics That 
Occupy Attention In World's 
Centre. 



British Foreign Office Irritated 
Over the Futile Chinese 
Negotiations. 



Orientals Seem to Be Mekinjr 
Laughing Stock of Western 
Nations. 



London, Oct. 13.— No words can ex- 
press too strongly the irritation of the- 
British foreign otlice over the latest de- 
velopments in the Chinese negotiations. 
The hopelessness of any working ar- 
rangement being arrived at within the 
m5ar future increases, if anything, this 
irritation, the chief cause of which, to 
quote nn official, is "the extraordinary 
and unreasonable publicity given diplo- 
matic communications even before they 
are officially communicated to the other 
powers." 

"How," continued the informant of the 
Associated Press, "can we bo expected 
to arrive at conclusions when the Chinese 
are given the opportunity of knowing 
every step in the negotiations, which in 
themselves are intricate, as the world 
has seen? The advantage which this 
unprecedented publicity has given the 
Chinese cannot be over-estimated. It has 
constantly given them the opportunity of 
creating differences between the powers, 
interpolating excuses and suggestions 
which, if continued, bid fair to render 
Europe una the United States the laugh- 
ing stock of the Oriental world. And. 
this deluge of notes — what does it amount 
to? Who for a moment believes China 
is going to calmly lay her head on the 
headsman's block V The suggestion that 
the court return to Pekin means nothing 
less. Answers to the notes so far made 
can be litly described as an endless chain 
of reservations which requires more dis- 
cussion than the notes themselves. Lord 
Salisbury hus endeavored to answer 
them as they came up, but more, I be- 
lieve, for the sake of keeping in line than 
for any conviction that they would ac- 
complish any desired end." 

Will he step into the breach and him- 
self enunciate a line or policy in the hope 
of uniting the powers?" 

"No, 1 don't think so — not at present,, 
at any rate. Not until the present curi- 
ous policy of making Pekin diplomatic 
intercourse a matter of premature public- 
discussion comes to an end. If a father 
or mother wishes to punish a child, but 
differ as to the nature of the punishment,, 
they do not discuss the matter before 
the offender, or if they do it is probable- 
the punishment will never be inflicted, or 
if it is inflicted it proves futile. China 
is a child, and although we want to 
punish and improve her, we believe we 
cannot do so effectively so long as she is 
made a party to the discussion." 

This may be taken as a particularly 
frank discussion of the inner opinion of. 
the British government. 

While Lord Snlisbury may see the 
darker side of the Chinese problem, and- 
may be harassed regarding the composi- 
tion of the new cabinet, he does not 
allow these enrc-3 to interfere with his 
only recreation— tricycling. 

The critical condition of the Dowager 
Empress Frederick of Germany is caus- 
ing "grave anxiety in England, not only 
on her own account, but through fear of 
the effect of her death on Queen Victoria.. 
The loss of her son, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, and her cousin, the Duchess of 
Teck, 'arid the death roll in South Africa- 
have tried the Queen sorely. It is said 
she is already much upset, and strongly 
desires to go to the bedside of her daugh- 
ter, but the Queen's physicians are en- 
deavoring to dissuade her. 

The British nobility, like roynlty, hns^ 
suffered in an unusual degree through 
dentil during the last year. The latest 
taken off, the Marquis of Bute, was one 
of the most remarkable characters in 
England. A medinevnlist scholar and 
millionaire, he yet applied himself so well 
to municipal details that he made nn 
excellent mayor of Cardiff, where he 
spent over a million pounds sterling on 
the harbor. Though devoted to Cath- 
olicism, he contributed largely to the sup- 
port of the Episcopal churches in Wales. 
He wns the original of Lord Beacons- 
field's "Lolhair," yet an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Gladstone. He made the best 
translation known of the Roman Brevi- 
ary, and was the first to import beavers 
from Canada. For the funeral the 
widow, knowing her hit" husband's 
wishes, telegraphed to a publisher for 
500 copies of his uncirculated "Odes For 
the Dead." The curious impulses of the 
late Marquis may be judged from the 
fact that the importation of beavers was 
due to his seeing a book cover depicting 
a Canadian beaver village. He aspireti 
to own them, and cabled for a small 
colony. Afterwards many members of 
the nobility, including the Duke of Port- 
lnnd, followed his example. 

The advisability of excluding the Chi- 
nese is becoming a serious question in 
England. This is partly due to the- 
China crisis, but more directly to the 
increasing number of Chinese in London,, 
their frequent appearance in police courts 
nnd the increasing number of wretched 
half-caste offspring. 

Among the alterations soon to occur 
in London are the widening of London 
bridge and the building of a tunnel from 
Rotberithe to Chamwell, at a cost of 
two millions sterling. 

With the close of the Newmarket week;, 
race-goers are turning their attention to 
the match nt Hurst park on October 117 
between the English horse. Eager, 
trained by Englishmen and ridden by an 
English jockey; and the American horse.

The- fnct that Hurst park has added n 
historic Ascot gold cup, valued at £1,000, 
to the stake of £500 a side, lends addi- 
tional interest to the rnce. Lester Reiff 
will ride Royal Flush, and Morrington 
Canon will have the mount on Eager,

Sir Hibbert, in a speech lasting; an 
hour, went into affairs dealing with the 
Yukon. 

The speaker was interrupted much by 
cheers, frequently by groans. 

Mr. Sifton followed, avoiding some of 
the charges preferred by Sir Hibbert, 
.•Hid denying others point blank. 

Sir Hibbert was to have replied to Mr, 
•Sifton for half an hour, but the Liberals 
Jiad evidently packed the meeting with 
men determined to prevent, this. Sir Ilib- 
lKu-t was heard with difficulty and only 
for brief intervals at a ' time. When lie 
began to roast the Minister of the In- 
ferior severely the hoodlums would ap- 
plaud so that the audience illicit not 
hear. The sober-minded members of 
tlie audience resented this, but could not 
■prevent it. 

Nanaimo, Oct. 13.— The Conservative 
convention rhis afternoon received with 
regret Mr. Brydou's letter declining the 
nomination. The convention then chose 
;l candidate, whose nomination will not 
be publicly announced until Monday, 
though it is generally believed to be Mr. 
■iX V. Wolley. 

Grand Forks. Oct. 13.— A. II. Mne- 
INeill, the Conservative candidate for 
Yale-Cariboo, nnd Mayor Goodeve of 
. Hosslanil addressed a big meeting here 
to-night. Great enthusiasm was dis- 
played. The speakers reviewed the vari- 
ous issues of the campaign, and' Mayor 
Goodeve laid stress upon the refusal of

From Wreck Bay 

Steamer WlElapa Brings Buck 
Cheerfnl News From West 
Coast. 



Four Thousand Dollars In Oust 
Ready For Shipment Next 
Trip. 



Steamer Willapa arrived from Ahou- 
sett and way ports on the West Coast 
yesterday morning, and news was given 
by her of still another discovery of black 
gold-bearing sand on the West Const of 
the Inland. The latest find Is still nearer 
Victoria than even that found just below 
Clo-oose. It is located on the Jordan 
river not far from where the river caters 
the Pacific in San Juan harbor. A few 
days ago M. Moran, a prospector, staked 
the first claim there, and it is said be 
has brought down some good specimens 
of the sand found there. How rich the 
new found area is, or bow extensive, 
could not be learned. 

From the Clo-oose finds scant news 
was received. Little in the way of de- 
velopment work is yet being done there, 
but it is exported that work will com- 
mence shortly. T. Daykin, the discoverer, 
went up by the Willapa to Wreck Bay 
to see the machines, flume and workings 
there, with a view of having operations 
..11 the same system begun at the claims 
staked by him near Clo-oose. 

At Wreck Bay great activity prevailed. 
.The new large gold-saving machine was 
placed in operation on Friday last, and 
the first day of operation the amalgam 
plates in the sluices caught no less than 
S300. The second day's proceeds amount- 
ed to some $500. When the Willapa 
left there was $-1,1)00 at the mines await- 
ing shipment, and this is to be brought 
down to Victoria by the Willapa on her 
next trip. The smaller machines which 
were worked before the long flume was 
completed to bring the water to the 
beach, are not being worked now. The 
larger machine bus four amalgam plates 
thickly coated with quicksilver, and 
these catch all the gold from the black 
sand thrown into the sluices and washed 
over them. The colors are seen in the 
tailings. The miners intend to work as 
long as the weather will permit. It is 
feared, that the heavy winter tides 
though, will compel them to stop wort 
for a period, for the wintry seas sweep 
right up on to the beach where they are 
now working. They expect to take at 
least $300,000 from the property. 

When the Willapa was at TJelulot on 
her down, trip, Mr. Sutton received a let- 
ter from Mr. Graham, who is in charge 
of the mining operations, saying that on 
Thursday when the plates were taken 
out the miners took .$150 in gold from 
around the edges. This, with the pro- 
ceeds of the days previous, will help to 
make up the shipment of $4,000 to be 
sent down on the Willapa on the next 
trip, on which she starts to-morrow cven- 

"News of mining development on other 
parts of the Coast was received by the 



Willapa. At the Monitor mine on Al- 
berni Canal, the men were hard at work 
building the supports for the wire for the 
aerial tramway. The Willapa landed 
the cable, and the work of stringing it 
1,400 feet up the mountain side from the 
canal to the mine has been commenced 
ere now. If the work of taking out the 
ore progresses as promised, the Monitor 
mine will soon be shipping. The frame- 
work had about been completed when 
the steamer called, and the iron ore 
buckets were already on hand. 

At the properties at Sarieta, Copper 
Island and Sechart, and at the quart* 
property of the Dewdney Syndicate at 
Sidney Inlet there was also much activ- 
ity. Things also looked very lively at 
some of the properties on Clayoquot 
Sound. 

Among the passengers of the steamer 
were several prospectors from Clayoquot 
Sound, Douglas Caples. D. W. Gardner 
and S. K. Irwin. Mr. Gardner has some 
rich claims near Elk river, Mr. Caples 
says there are many prospectors about 
Ciavo<lU°t .Sound, and things look very 
b"ifc!it there, .

Wreck Bay; Mr. niid Mrs. Jones, from 
Alborni; C. Wrybout, from San Juan;

Greening & Co., who has been up look- 
ing after business. 

No sealing schooners were on the 
Coast when the Willapa called at the 
various ports, and no news was heard of 
anv of the vessels. 

The steamer will sail again for Coast 
points to-morrow night.

Victoria is rapidly taking a foremost 
position among the cities of the West as 
a manufacturing centre.

JORDAN RIVER IRON ORE. 

A Recently Discovered Lodge Ts Now At- 
tracting Much Attention. 

Hie iron mine on Bugaboo creek, Jor- 
dan river, which was discovered by a 
party of prospectors about a year ago. is 
now attracting some little attention. The 
proposition is a contact vein, limestone 
mging wall, with folsite porphyry foot 
wall. The vein is 120 feet in width nnd 
traced for a considerable dis- 
tance. Tin." strike of the vein is north- 
ast, with a dip southeast of 85 degrees 
from the horizontal level (or nearly verti- 
cal). The limestone on 'the hanging wall 
side lias been decomposed, leaving a ver- 
tical face of ore from 35 to 50 feet in 
bright and 100 feet in width. From this 
point the ore body Tisos on both sides. As 
the strike of the' vein is at right angles 
to the conr.se of the creek, it is safe to 
say th&t there are millions of tons of ore 
ibove water level. There is good water 
power close to the vein and the mine is 
itiiated only six miles from deep water, 
nd in such a country that a tramway 
could be built from navigation to the 
mine at very little expense, the adj'acent 
lands being well timbered.

It i.s not an uBbomnioc siyht iu Reels 
to see a tall tree of Biekly appearance, 
with its roots carefully enveloped in 
straw, being borne along to hospital ou 
a trolley. The Paris streets are so rich- 
ly adorned with trees — from a balloon 
the city looks as if it were built in a for- 
est — that Arrangements- have had to be 
made for dealing with the invalids, of 
which there are .many,- and this owing in 
most canes to tho same vitiated town air 
which causes anaemia, consumption, and 
death among .the human inhabitants. 

In the neighborhood of Paris these are 
pepinieres, or nurseries, belonging either 
to the government -or to the civic au- 
thorities, where the trees used for the 
decoration of the city are planted and 
nursed and cultivated until the time 
como« £or th/iui to leave their liuppy 
country home-to. find a living on the hard 
streets ipf :the metropolis. When ..a tree 
dies by the natural or accidental death 
which it the fate of all Paris trees soon- 
er or later, when it. has succumbed to 
gas jioinoniiig; or bar. been run over by 
an omnibus, as the case may be, its 
place is takVai by a fresh young tree 
from one of the -suburban pepinieres, 
principally Irom that which i.s situated 
ou the borders of the Marne at Le 
Perreux, a lovely and umbrageous park, 
by the way, .lonely and well grassed, an 
excellent place for a picnic. 

The French are pas*, masters in.ibe art 
of gardening in all ats branches, and 
their exposition , proves! it. The^repin- 
ieres both of trees .and garden flowers 
in the neighborhod of Paris have been 
ransy.cked to iniike/fche-exposition grounds 
beautiful, and though the effect is not 
doubtless as fine as at:Chieago, where the 
. grounds, were sao much more extensive 
and lent themselT«c to landscape 
gardening on a larger -seal e, it is curtafn- 
Jy very fine. 

There are sorae suburbs of Faris.tth'ich, 
are almost completely .given up to.horti 
culturists. Margency.-for in stance, and all 
the neighborhood of Engh ten and "Mont- 
morency are one muss'of p epinierepj.and 
it is im a large measure i from these. rur- 
■ series that the kwely flowers at the ex- 
position have been .brought, with. the gx- 
ception of the roses, whiiee origin is 
nearly always An^ou and the ncigbbjr- 
hood of Angers. 'The 4;reiit forest of 
Montmorency protects Iroin the cold 
northern winds the slopes amd the plains 
between the range of hiTTs vrhich it cov- 
ers and-ihe Paris CiUtaliiittE, so that many 
delicate .flowers Boorish then? exceedinc- 
ly well, but the temperature in these 
regions iu still a little too cold and 'un- 
certain to safely allt-w uf ruse culture 
to nny !*rge extent To tlhe soutUwjes':

■ A great effort lias .been made at this 
exposition lo prouuue a Uue show of 
roses. Cold weather, however, bus been

i the central alley of the Esplanade dea 
' luvalides has been planted with thous- 
ands of roses, as have the terraces lead- 
ing up to the Trocadero and the paths 
skirting the Grand Palais, and iu this last 
named spot, owing to a lucky position, 
the trees have flowered magnificently ami 
make a glorious show. In both the great 
conservatories of the horticultural sec- 
tion there have been some very fine rose 
displays, and the Quality of the cut flow- 
ers in particular has been very choice. 
Hoses li 11 the beds and borders around 
the small palace, and . e very where, in 
tact, their decorative effect is visible to 
a greater or less extent. The atmosphere 
all around Uie glittering cascades of the 
Trocadero is heavily scented with them.

IP H Six Ptwl Underground. Hut the Law 
Says He Is Not Hurled. 

Frora the Montreal Star. 

Iu the parish of St. Sacrament, on the 
I InUuuuguuy river, Quebec, in u little plot 
ot ground, ili-s the body of Roliert iiunuie. 
li has been six feet below the earth for tin- 
p^(st six months, yet, according' to the la -.v. 
It has uever been buried, and Montreal 
lawyers are huh- preparing a Buht over 
tilt- corpse that may not end until 111" main 
object nl the contest, has beeu used up In 
the cost' litigation that the dead man had 
tried so hard to avoid. 

Robert Uenuie's body is burled In uncon- 
seciuted ground; in n lot tliul has not been 
saneltoiied by Ibe law. The law of the 
province of Quebec respecting the burial 
of bodies say* I hat no Interment shall be 
iniide elsewhere than In n cometery lawfully 
ustahllBheil, save I:, casts v.-luch are other- 
wise provided for by law. 

In Robert Uenuie's case there was no 
oilier provision made bv the authorities. 
»nd the result Is that Dr. I'eUetier, sec- 
ri'iarv of the provincial Aboard or health, 
has _rl v»- ii orders that the body must he 
disinterred within thirty days and burled 
according to law, or the parties responsible 
tor the burial will be liable to a heavy line, 
and an additional Hue of fLTi a day until 
the orders of the board are carried out. 

Itoberl Bennlu died in March last leav- 
ing an estate which Is said to be worth at 
hast $35,000. According to those who claim 
to know, and judging by the peculiar terms 
of the will disposing of the estate. Mr. 
Bonnie's ambition lo prevent his relatives 
getting Ills money was .Just as great as it 
hud been to collect -the fortune. 

One lilt of property which he owned was 
adjacent to the Presbyterian cemetery iu 
St. Siicrament, and this was the only thlua 
that he gave away. He deeded It to the 
Presbyterian church, and directed that his 
body should be buried therein. 

He next willed that his entire estate 
should he wound up. and the proceeds, 
which would be In the neighborhood of 
SXi.lKHI were to be spent In a monument 
of colossal proportions, to be placed over 
his body. This, be figured out. would pre- 
vent any trouble over the money he must 
leave liehind htm, and would do uwuv with 
ail kulousy among his relatives and friends 
each of whom ndght think that the other 
had got more than a proper share. 

Hut all Mr. Ronnie's calculations have 
been knocked oil the head. In his will lie 
named two friends. Messrs. Wright and 
Stewart, us bis executors, and it was de- 
creed that these two gentlemen should 
carry out the wishes of his will. As soou 
as he was d""'' 'bey proceeded to do so. 
The body was burled lu the lot. and the 
property was handed over to the church. 
The church, however, did not accept it. 
Some say that a niectiuc was held and that 
it was decided to- decline the gift, while 
others claim that the church Las mi.de no 
move, but has simply remained mute. In 
either case there remains the fact that the 
land is not now the property of the church 
and as a result, is not a lawfully constitut- 
ed cemetery. 

This gives the relatives of the deceased 
an opportunity to make the will null and 
void unless arrangements can be made In 
the meantime by which the land will be 
accepted by the church and made a ceme- 
tery, or, according to one of the provisions 
of the law of the province, it is made mi 
official burying ground without tho biiuc- 
tlon of the particular church mentioned in 
this case. The law respecting cemeteries Is 
that live or more persons may make appli- 
cation for an order of the lieutenant-gover- 
nor In council for a certain property to be 
constituted an official cemetery and that 
upou a report from the provincial board 
of health and the requisite advertising In 
rertain newspapers the application will be 
granted.

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I THE MURDER OF SLEEP 8 
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IWestmluster Kevlcw.) 



We are constantly being reminded ot 
the wonderful progress achieved in thif 
expiring century; but We do not so often 
stop to consider tiie cost of tins progress 
in the wear and tear ot human lilt'. 
Many years ago Sir Arthur Helps 
sounded a note of warning in his "Social 
Pressure," pointing out the many draw- 
backs of "high" civilization. Among 
other things, he drew attention to the 
effect ot city noises on the nerves. Itad 
he lived to our day, he would have hail 
greater occasion for his strictures, for 
the evils to which he referred have enor- 
mously increased in recent years; the 
growth of population, and its concentra- 
tion in the great towns having intensified 
social pret-sure beyond anything with 
which he was acquainted. 

The question ot city noises has come to 
the front of late, and an endeavor has 
been made to restrain and regulate them 
in some degree; but there has been a 
good deal of straining at the gnat anil 
swallowing the camel in the matter. 
Organ-grinders and street hawkers arc 
doubtless a nuisance sometimes; but 
their operations are a mere tritle com- 
pared with other noises that we have to 
endure, and, moreover, .the disturbance 
they make is usually confined to the 
hours of daylight. When preventive 
noises invade the hours of sleep the mat- 
ter becomes more serious; for in this 
busy, harassing life, sound rest at night 
is an essential to the maintenance of the 
working powers. 

One of the most alarming concomitants 
of modern civilization is the increasing 
prevalence of lunacy and other nervous 
diseases. The cause is doubtless tn be 
found in the hurried, anxious live^ that 
wo lead, in the intensity of our studies, 
the fierce competition in business, and 
the general difficulties of life with most 
of us. How many bread-winners, 
whether professional men, business men, 
urtizans or factory girls, return to their 
homes day after day utterly exhausted 
by their continuous labors V To such, 
undisturbed sleep is the best of all 
tonics; but this is often difficult to 
obtain, and its deficiency means impaired 
health, or even complete break-down. 
The contrast between the health and de- 
velopment of the agricultural laborer 
and that of the average industrial operat- 
ive is due, not alone to the out-of-door 
life and healthy occupation of the former, 
but in no small degree to early hours of 
retiring and quiet nights. 

1 have lately had this question of night 
noises borne in upon me by personal ex- 
periences and observations, an account 
of which may not be without value and 
Interest. Dwelling in a remarkably pro- 
gressive city, I have had many oppor- 
tunities of observing the increase of dis- 
tracting noises in recent years, and their 
effect upon invalids and nervous persons. 
When 1 came to Belfnst, nearly twenty 
years ago, I took a house in a quiet 
suburban district, and have lived in the 
same ever since. Though within the 
borough boundary, it was practically In 
the country, surrounded as it was by 
fields and trees, and having an uninter- 
rupted view of the beautiful Lagan 
Valley. It was quiet also, the -worst 
disturbances at night being the barking 
of a neighbor's dog or the lowing of the 
cows in the field behind the house. 
Within the past few years the district 
has undergone " development," and we 
enjoy rus in urbe no more. The fields 
are rapidly becoming covered with 
streets nnd houses, while brick-works 
and other manufactories are creeping 
further and further tip the valley, bring- 
ing with them smoke, smell and noise. 
The noise? especially have increased to a 
terrible extent, and no attempt seems to 
be made by the authorities to control 
them. 

At G o'clock in the morning commences 
the "clink, clink" of the bricklayers' 
trowels, and the " tap. tap" of the car- 
pouters' hammers at the new houses that 
are rising around; but these are small 
annoyances and must be endured. Long 
before they begin, however, the air is 
rent by the shrieks of countless steam 
whistles, which seem to vie with each 
other in the length and fierceness of 
their blasts. From about 5:30 till G:30 
they continue, with brief interruptions. 
The traffic on the road also commences 
early, ami is pre.tty heavy and continu- 
ous throughout the day. It consists 
chietly of corporation carts conveying 
ash-pit refuse to the neighboring low- 
lying land, which is being prepared for 
building operations, nnd of brick-laden 
- arts from a large brick-works near by. 
The brick-makers nlso employ a traction 
engine at times, drawing three or four 
large truck-loads in its train, and shak- 
ing the ground like an earthquake. .Lbis 
usually plies late at night, when most 
people are getting their first sleep, or 
very early in the morning before they 
want to rise. It is an intolerable nuis- 
ance in every way, not only dis'inbing 
the slumbers of tiie people wherever it 
goes, but frightening horses and damag- 
ing the gas and water pipes. A still 
greater nuisance, so far as nv>iso is con- 
cerned, arisen from a steam tug em- 
ployed in conveying lighters up the river, 
the " siren " with which it is furnished 
emitting most hideous shrieks at nil 
hours of the night. A lndy neighbor of 
mine tolls mc that she can never get 
used to it. tint wakes in a fright every 
time it blows. I am hoping that con- 
tinued remonstrances have at length put 
a stop to this very unnecessary Dilisahce, 
as T have not heard it now for seme 
time. 

Other night-noises come from he 
glass-bottle Works lately erected just 
across the way, and in operation day 
and night. Part of the work is carried 
on in an open shed, and the night work- 
ers amuse themselves , by singing and 
shouting at their work. Altogether we 
have good occasion to complain of un- 
necessary noise and (lis- in bance in this 
neighborhood. 

Belfast is not the only place whose 
inhabitants arc robbed of their rest in 



this way. Probably most manufacturing 
towns are quite as bad. and sonic arc 
even more noisy. We have to he 
thankful for one thing, that there is 
little night railway traffic here— a cause 
of much annoyance in many districts. 1 
have lately returned from a round of no- 
visits in Lhigland, and have been struck 
more than ever with the inconvenience 
from night noises that modern town- 
dwellers have to endure. During a 
whole month it was the exception rather 
than the rule that I got a sound night's 
rest, though I am naturally a good 
sleeper. 

1 crossed to Liverpool in the steamship 
Magic, the latest built of the fleet of 
steamers that plies between Belfast and 
that city. One does not expect to sleep 
much on hoard; but on these steamers 
that, are built for speed I can scarcely 
get any sleep at all, owing to the eon- 
j tinuous vibration from the engines. In 
I Liverpool I stayed In a "quiet" street 
near Priiice'n road— quiet, that is to say, 
so far as trallic is concerned; but, being 
paved with granite blocks, the lightest 
conveyances create a great amount of 
noise. Late and early cabs and other 
night-going vehicles usually cut my night 
short at both ends. I was thankful, 
however, uot to be staying in Prince's 
road itself. Most visitors to Liverpool 
are familiar with this tine avenue, which 
until lately was a favorite residential 
locality. Now it is melancholy to see 
the number of houses to bo let or sold; 
the inhabitants are being driven from 
their homes by the advent of the electric 
tramcars, which ply from about in the 
morning until midnight, and render 
sound sleep impossible. These cars, 
being of great size and travelling at high 
speed, present another danger in the ter- 
ror they inspire in many horses; hut 
this is beyond my present subject. 

After leaving Liverpool I spent some 
time at several houses iu the neighbor- 
hood of Birmingham. My first sojourn 
was on the Black-country side of the 
great midland metropolis, and here I 
was between the devil and the deep sea 
in the matter of noises. The house m 
which I stayed faced a road traversed 
by a steam tramway, the trallic on which 
l goes on from early morning till late at 
I night; while the back windows over- 
I looked the London & Northwestern rail- 
way, upon which, at this point, perhaps 
a hundred trains pass in the 24 hours. I 
was about to write "a hundred trains a 
' day," but, unfortunately for the night 
I sleeper, many of them pass in the night. 
'Just us one gets to sleep an express 
I rushes by with a noise like an 
1 avalanche, and rouses one with 
' a start. When you have recov- 
1 ercd from the fright and are settling 
yourself for a second attempt at 
sleep, a goods train arrived uu the scene, 
and shunts into a siding under your win- 
dow, lou lie awake listening to the 
bum]), bump, hump of the buffers, and 
the occasional whistle of the engine, 
wondering how long it. will be before 
the wretched train moves on. At lengin 
it is gone, and, being past midnight, you 
feel you can safely turn over and set- 
tle vWselt for the night. Ymi drop 
asleep to the soft music of a tilt-hammer 
and the rushing of steam at a distant 
iron forge, to be roused again, perhaps-, 
about 4 in the morning, by au early ex- 
cursion train. Between ."> and (i the re- 
gular traffic re-conitnencets, so you need 
not try to sleep again. 

The regular dwellers in such localities 
gut used to the distracting noises, and 
profqaa not to notice them; but in eascv, 
of illnes.s they are a serious drawback. 
For mvself, 1 was glad to escape, after 
a visit "of a few days, to the quiet coun- 
try on the other side of Birmingham, 
where the only hindrances to sleep, were 
the usual country sounds, or the distant 
rumble of a train. To show how much 
there ia in use, however, 1 was almost 
amused to find that my sister, who has 
resided lor many years in the house be- 
tween the Bteam-tramway and the rail- 
way, could not sleep hen' in the early 
mornings) on account of the singing of the 
birds! , 

My ultimate destination was London, 
where i arrived in the hot weather of 
the latter end of July. It was impos- 
sible to sleep with windows closed, .-o I 
had the full benefit id' the nocturnal 
noises. A friend of mine was felling 
mc a few weeks ago that he had to 
leave his hotel in the Strand because he 
could get no sleep for the constant rum- 
ble Of the trallic; but 1 fancy that I 
fared littie better nt distant Chiswick. It 
is many years since I was in this charm- 
ing suburb of London, and if was then 
quite rural. When I heard '.hat my 
brother's hous-e overlooked a common, 1 
pictured to myself a bit of real country, 
and even contemplated the possibility of 
making a sketch. 1 was disappointed, 
therefore, when I found that the common 
was just a railed-in green, where boys 
played cricket and little girls minded 
babies all day long to the accompaniment 
of continuous shouts and screams. I was 
glad to see the children enjoying them- 
selves, hut I felt shnmfully defrauded in 
my "common." 

My good brother gave me the room of 
honor in the front of the house; hut I 
could have wished he had spared me the 
dignitr. A humbler apartment, not so 
accessible to ontside\ noises, would have 
suiluu mc- better. Returning home after 
a tiring day at the picture-galleries and 
other "sights," and perhaps a visit to a 
friend in a distant part of London, ne- 
cessitated a long journey by 'bus, tram- 
car, or underground railway (possibly all 
three). I was only too anxious to get to 
bed, and lose myself in the arms of Mor- 
pheus; but this satisfaction was usually 
denied mo until the small hours of the 
morning. The children's shouts ceased 
with daylight, but the street trallic con- 
tinued until past midnight, and the trains 
(I was again close to a railway) rushed 
in at frequent intervals. It was URUnlljl 
towards 1 o'clock before. I got tn sleep, 
and then I was disturbed again on sev- 
eral occasions by the singing of a party, 
of young rowdies. of the "won't-go-home- 



tlil-morning" order, who were marching 
past my open windows. Soon after five 
in the morning a procession of workmen 
tiled past, bound for the early trains, and 
the tramp of their feet often roused me 
against mv will and inclination. As tho 
sun br that time was shining straight 
into my room, further sleep was impos- 
sible. 

Some of my readers may think that I 
am exaggerating in thus describing my 
experiences; but in truth 1 have told c 
plain, unvarnished tale. To what pur- 
pose? These disturbances cannot bo 
avoided, and therefore we must submit to 
them without complaining, it will be said. 
The march of civilization brings incou- 
veniences as well as benefits, and we 
must be content to take the thick and 
the thin together. Certainly! cerainly! 
Bu something can be done to lessen dis- 
tracting noises at night; and when it 
is generally recognized how much such 
disturbances have to do with the preval- 
ence and aggravation of nervous disor- 
ders-, the .seriousness of the question will 
he appreciated. As examples of noises 
the might be moderated, 1 will men- 
tion first of all the early morning calls 
to labor. There is no reason why every 
little manufactory should have ils own 
screeching whistle, or be allowed tu 
sound it for an unlimited time. When 
bells were the means of summons, the 
punctuality ot workers was probably 
just as great as now, and the iiunoyaucu 
to the general public much less. It may 
In- questioned, indeed, whether any such 
HUininons if necessary; people are just 
:i« punc tual at chapels that have no bells 
as at churches that have a Cull peal; and 
the workers, as a matter of fact, do not 
depend upon the horns or whistles, but 
upon callers who make it a business to 
go round and wake litem. 

Then, traction engines should certainly 
not he allowed In go puffing and snort- 
in- through flic streets during the 
hours of rest, as, indeed, they should be 
permitted in the streets of towns at all; 
and I hi' whistling of railway engines 
might also be moderated. The suhsti- 
lution of wood-pavement for granite has 
done much (or the quiet of sonic towns, 
but much remains to he done in others. 
Night rowdyism should he (halt with 
sternly by the police; and in other ways 
I he responsibility of sleep might be en- 
sured. At present little seems to he done, 
and the evil of night noises is scarcely 
recognized: but as it is continually in- 
creasing, it will force itself in time upon 
the attention of urban authorities,

"surrounded by rays and swords." The 
annotations are as follows: "The grand- 
father of the present Emperor wrote a 
similar letter to the King of France, 
Louis XIII., and they named a princess 
of the blood, and a Venetian lady of the 
House of Cuntarini; but neither consent- 
ed to the journey, because the Emperor 
of that time was old and sick.

••For years couUletlui! reports have come 
from Maine as to the enforcement of the 
lluuor law. some stating that the law was 
liuly enforced, others denying It. 

■■Finally 1 became Interested In the sub- 
ject, and 1 made up my mind that I 
wanted to see bow the law was working. 
There was but one way to accomplish 
Uils purpose— by u persoaul visit to Maine. 
Uf course. 1 realized the fact that if 1 
went us u minister of the gospel 1 wouid 
return without the desired data. Conse- 
ntient ly I determined upon my disguise, 
which worked like u charm, as 1 wus 
enabled to see for myself the full opera- 
tion of the law. 

"Wl.Uout fear or molestation I tool; 
pains to cover a pretty good range of 
country and 1 believe I got a reliable 
iiislgiu. 1 did the detective work myself. 
Some took me for u dude, some for a 
dunce, nnd others for u card sham. I was 
Offered drink by all. 1 went Into hotels, 
restaurants ami saloons, and now I urn 
back home well Informed on the sub- 
ject. 

"The result of my discoveries is Interest- 
ing, f soon discovered that to Intimate to 
the Maine people that the law Is enforced 
draws a smile or a sigh, simply because 
every one iu the stttt.o who bus taken the 
trouble to look into the matter knows that 

II Is not enforced and that little or lio at- 
tempt Is made to do so. 

"The politicians and office-holders favor 
the law as It is. because they can say 'We 
arc for the law.' while the liquor Interests 
do uot object, as the fees and lines they 
pay to police and sheriff are considerably 
less than low license. 

"Only occasional raids are attempted, and 
llien only for the sake of appearance and 
to extort money from the suloonlsts. 

"Without the slightest show of secrecy 
I visited a saloon, that Is, n saloon In all 
but the sign above the door, located In a 
prominent position on Stale street, Port- 
land. Upon my arrival from Boston 1 In- 
nocently passed this place at the first 
irlauce. never suspecting anything out of 
the way until tuy eyes were opened a day 
or two later when 1 llnally discovered the 
true nature of the place and entered It. 
1 asked for a lunch, whereupon the bar- 
tender sized me up for a dunce and re- 
plied. -\\'c have none, but I can serve you 
with anything you want to drink, old mini.' 
■Ifiit you have no right Iu sell here.' I said. 
Oh, yes. 1 have,' lie replied. 'How do yo 
work It';' 1 questioned; 'tip politicians?' 
No. I pay mv lines.' 

"He spoke as confidently as If a one 
thousand dollar license hong ou the wall. 
When I loft the place two policemen were 
standing nearby and 1 asked them how 
often I lies- fined the saloonkeeper In ques- 
tion, iiui thev could give mc no satisfac- 
tory answer. The place w;is tree and open 
to all comers. Eveu women were con- 
stantly running in and out, carrying palls 
containing beer and ale. 

"This Is the state of things In nil the 
large towns of Maine. Of course, if one 
wants to be blind to the facts and simply 
walks up and down the streets of the towns 
looking for signs lie can easily go out of 
the state and still believe that prohibition 
urohlbits In Maine. 

"The day after my nrrlvul In the state I 
began my Investigations unaided ami uu- 
a ecu, tip .. .-.i, depending upon my disguise 
to carry me through. Not a soul was In 
mv coulidcuce except those In my board- 
ing place. My object was to sec if a strung- 
ei aid get liquor. 

"As I was anxious to begin my Investiga- 
tions lis soon us possible, 1 entered the llrst 
restaurant I encountered and asked for 
beer. The wider replied. 'We have none, 
but von can get all you want ut the hotel 
across the street.' I went over there and 
was accommodated. 

"Next 1 entered a drug store, so-called, 
and found a bar with all the usual llx- 
tures of the modern saloon. The bartender, 
in ii nonchalant manner, drew me off a 
L-lass of beer, for which I paid 5 cents. 

"Later I entered several restaurants. All 
had liars, which were conducted quite as 
oi.enlv as if the place had been licensed. 

"The Republican party Is for retaining the 
:.-iws as a venerable Institution and honor- 
able name. The Democrats are for en- 
forcement—at least, that Is their platform, 
i hey accuse the dominant party of treach- 
ery and dishonesty. The Prohibitionists 
are discouraged and weak, while the church 
i.npeiirx to be either Indifferent or dls- 
cbiiraged. and waits to act until there is a 
bet I or state of things la .Maine. 

"In conclusion I might sav that I believe 
that no more flagrant violation of liquor 
laws can be found In the United States 
Hum In Maine. The good old state Is dis- 
honoring the Illustrious nnino of her groat 
prohibition reformer. Dow, whose homo was 
In till- very town where the laws are most 
frequently set at naught — Portland.'

London, Oct. 5.— Douglas Story, the 
Clowe personal friend of President Kru- 
ger, President Steyn, Gen. Joubert and 
other Transvaal leaders, who did excel- 
lent service in the early part of the war 
Ucj the correspondent of the Daily .Mail 
with the Boer forces, has a remarkublu 
story over his own signature iu the Mail, 
of October (i. It beara I he heading, 
"Boer Gold fur America; a True History 
of a Sordid Intrigue." 

The article charges JVeb«ter Davit-, 
who, it is said, permitted himself to bo 
introduced to the Boers an the American 
secretary of state, willi hi ving led the 
Boers to believe that he could by his or- 
atory so arouse, the people of the United 
Stales that intervention would result. 
Davis its alleged to have been paid *1 _.">.• 
000. 

It is believed in London that Mr. Story 
speaks with the permission, and soino 
think at the expressed desire of Kruger 
in detailing the •'mission" of Davis to the 
Transvaal. 

The story gtcs on to way that the 
"South African war was born in a Hol- 
lander intrigue, was maintained by a 
variety of continental intrigues and will 
be buried in an American intrigue. 

The history of these intrigues i.s a sor- 
did and commonplace narrative of a few 
men gambling with human lives and na- 
tions for themselves a paltry money pro- 
fit. 

"One of the mont sordid and, in its de- 
tails, the most commonplace of these con- 
spiracies is that whereby the Boer 
statesmen were deluded into the belief 
that they could nceuro the election of 
Bryan to the United Staten presidency^ 
and so purchase his active interference 
on behalf of the Transvaal in the set- 
tlement of the negotiations with Great 
Britain. 

"At the commencement of the war the 
United States was -represented at Cape- 
town by Col. Stowe, a prudent, honor- 
able American gentleman; at Pretoria by 
Charles 10. Macrum, a man of slight edu- 
cation and no social (standing, and at 
Lorenzo Marquets by Hollin. a little man 
who had been in trouble with the author- 
ities for ill-treatment of natives on the 
East Coast, and was in no s n .) persona 
grata with the leading Anie.icui citizens 
at the Portuguese port. To ass et him in 
ins work at Pretoria, Macrum hud as bis 
vice-consul a Hollander named van 
Acmeringen, who became a naturalized 
American citizen." 

After charging that Hollis worked up a 
good business for himself and a coterie 
by shipping contraband goods to the 
Boers, and how it was made profitable 
for Macrum to defy his government's de- 
finite instructions the Htory continues: 

"Some little time, before the outbreak 
of hostilities there arrived in Pretoria an 
American named Easton, nominally a re- 
presentative of a New York paper and, 
until recently, private secretary uf Web- 
ster Davis. Gaston's travelling expenses 
to Pretoria were defrayed by Davis, and 
he was in reality the avant courier of 
that gentle man. After many long con- 
sultations with Secretary of State Iteitz 
and Attorney-General Smuts, Macrum 
and Easton decided on a < 'lirse of ac- 
tion." 

On November 7. Mac un. cabled to 
Secretary of State l»>-v. ciuin-' ; per- 
mission to visit America, Sectary Hay 
refused, but the course of events and a 
number of further cables from Mncrtini 
showed it was not. desirable that he he 
kepi at Pretoria. 

"Accordingly he was replace.,' 1/ Sec- 
retary Hay's own son. No better selec- 
tion could have been made. Consul Hay 
and Vice-Consul Coolidge worked night 
and day on behalf of the prisoners of 
war, the refugees and those few British 
residents who had received orders to pro- 
ceed upon commando. Both gentlemen 
spent large sums of their private means 
for the relief of the sufferers of the war, 

"Meanwhile Macrum with £15,000, a 
Boer honorarium, in his pocket, and Eas- 
ton left Pretoria for the United States, 
passing Davis en route. 

"That now famous American envoy 
reached Pretoria on January 2-1. and 
passed under the chnperonage of Hollis, 
acting consul in the Boer capital. He 
speedily attained a remarkable popu- 
larity. 

"To assist his dignity he was freely in- 
troduced as United States secretary of 
state, and the rumor was assiduously cir- 
culated that MelCinloy owed bis success 
iu the last, presidential election wholly to 
Davis' electioneering. In him was recog- 
nized the saviour of the Boers, and be 
daily received a secret audience in tho 
executive chamber at tho government 
buildings. At those councils there were 
always present Sclialkburger. Wolmo- 
tane, the peace envoy, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Smuts. 

"Tho result of these conferences was 
that Dnvia received from the Boer gov- 
ernment a handsome duceiir, in return for 
which he was to set the United States 
afire with enthusiasm for the Boers. 

"On February 5 Davis returned to Pre- 
toria, and in a few days left for the 
United States, richer by a fortnight's ex- 
perience iu South African politics and 
X25.000 ('$125,000 in Transvaal gold." 

Story gives n brief and accurate ex- 
planation of Macmm's experiences with 
the. Washington government upon his re- 
turn, atld'theW 'ooneTudc s s: 

"The, theory advanced by Davis and on 
which the Boers founded their faith, 
was that in the United States there was 
a large bitter anti-English public, com- 
posed of 'Germans and Irishmen. All of 
these were by assumption pro-Boer. It 
Davis, with his- line oratorical gifts nnd 
happy ignorance of South Africa, could 
arouse them by false enthusiasm, Bryhn'fi 
election, he declared, would be a certain- 
ty, and his intervention in behalf of the 
Boors an assured corollary. 

"And so to-day such Boors as are still 
fighting remain in the field to await tho 
announcement of tiin result of the polls 
on November fi next, and the fulfilment 
of Webster Davis' promises. 

"Kruger has lost faith in Dnvis and is 
over the border. 

"The Boors, however, did not rest con- 
tent with these heavy disbursements,

An Appeal to Public For Finan- 
cial Assistance— Annual 
Keport. 



The annual meeting of the V. W. C. 
A. wua held on Friday. It id n matter 
of regret that t*> few attended to listen 
to the many helpful words that were 
spoken by those who addressed the meet- 
ing. A much larger interest on the part 
of the members should be shown, and 
the work just now is in need of earnest 
Christian workers, to make the asso- 
ciation a counteracting inUueuce to the 
many pernicious and. bad agencies which 
are often put to prominently before 
the young women of the city. 

The meeting was presided over by Uev. 
A. M. Winchester, iu the unavoidable ab- 
sence of Kev. VV. L. Clay, who came iu 
inter and «poke a few words to the meet- 
ing. The chairman addressed a few 
words of encouragement, aud the Bishop 
of Columbia, the Uev. Dr. Wilson und 
tile Kev. E. S. Itowe urged all present 
iml to be discouraged by the simiUnesis 
of results, but to increase the ellorts to 
make the Christian inUueuce of the as- 
sociation felt, so that u standard might 
be raised, and that the home might be 
more widely used as a safe dwelling, 
and a ceutrul uniting place by the young 
women of the city. The following re- 
ports were read: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: The executive 
ommittee of the V. \Y. U. A. present 
their annual report with mingled feel- 
ings of sadness and kopefulnews. Of sad- 
ness, because of so much left undone; of 
hopefulness, because there are signs of 
llie dawning of a more satisfactory era 
The pant year has been a specially trying 
one to the association for various reas- 
ons. Scarcely had it commenced when 
the committee lost the helpful presence 
and sympathy of their esteemed treasur- 
er, Miss Perrln, owing to her absence 
from Victoria. A few weeks elapsed and 
Mrs. Schroeder, the general secretary 
under whose management the home wo* 
prospering, was suddenly called away to 
relatives, and great diiiiculty was expert 
enced in filling her place. 

The work of the committee also hai 
been greatly lessened by unavoidable clr 
curaetuuees among iUs members, by sad 
bereavements, illness and absence from 
home, so that the past months have been 
exceptionally full of perplexities, so much 
so that a public meeting was culled last 
mouth in order to decide whether the 
Y. W. C. A. should be closed or contin- 
ued, when it was resolved that the as 
sociatioa should not be elosed, but that 
greater efforts must be made by its mem- 
mers to make the work succitwrul. es- 
pecially as the city of Victoria is iucreas 
ins > u size 1111(1 prosperity, the need for 
such an institution is greater than ever, 
with the enlarged business facilities con- 
Mtnntly bringing into our midst young 
women needing such a home as the V. W. 
C. A should offer. 

We have now at the head of our home 
a general secretary, whose heart is thor- 
oughly in the work, and whose aim and 
pleasure it is to be the friend and helper 
of young women. Many can testify that 
they have found a sympathetic and most 
kind friend in Miss Stuart, who has 
helped them to find not only a home, but 
suitable employment, by introducing them 
to the heads of business houses. We 
have ut this present time nine boarders, 
and one transient visitor. We trust that 
the very moderate terms we are now of- 
ferng to young girls will bring many 
more and that the public generally will 
not mistake the efforts in this direction, 
for we are not established to undersell 
other boarding houses, but our special 
work is to reach girls who find the bat- 
tle of life very hard, with small pay of- 
times, and the consequent diiiiculty of 
obtaining a comfortable home nnd friend- 
ly protection aud help. We truat that 
with God's blessing our next report will 
be more worthy of such an association as 
the V. W. C. A., with its high aims and 
objects, as a season of greater activity 
nnd real work in the right direction is 
now being arranged for. 

We deeply regret that our financial 
position is not satisfactory, and that the 
meubus of debt hangs over us. We ap- 
peal to the sympathy aud generosity of 
large-hearted friends to remember that 
each fresh inmate calls for a new sub- 
scriber to our funds, or we cannot hope 
to continue these helpful terms. More 
than once has the remark been made, 
when appealed to for help: "When your 
association is free from debt, I will 
help." Surely as well might one say to 
a starving man: "When you are strong 
and well, I will give you food." When 
the house is full, we believe we can ma- 
terially decrease the debt, hut in the 
meantime help is needed. It will bo seen 
by the treasurer's Teport that the sub 
scriptions only amount to $71.65, out of 
an income of $1,200, so that in no sense 
can the association come under the head 
of what is meant by a charitable institu- 
tion, and if thin small sum could be in- 
creased, then help could be given in 
many cases where it h needed.

More Railway 

Connection 



Report That Great Northern Will 
Soon Enter the City of 
Victoria. 



The Vancouver Province publishes the' 
following as a special despatch from this 
city: 

The long desired railway connection 
with the Mainland which has been be- 
fore the people of Victoria for many 
years in one -form or another, is likely 
at last to become an established fact. 
It is even predicted that within a year 
the trains of the Great Northern sys- 
tem will be running into this city. 

The proposal is to extend the Great 
Northern road, which at present ter- 
. minutes at New Westminster, down to 
Steveston and across from that point 
to Sidney by means of a ferry, and to 
come into the Capital over the rails of 
the Victoria & Sidney railway. 

A private conference was held yes- 
terday afternoon between 10. V. Bod- 
■well, representative of the road, Mayor 
Hayward, Manager Pnterson, of the V. 
&. .S. railway, and the railway commis- 
sion of the city council. 

Owing to the small number of those, 
present, the details were not gone into, 
and an effort will be made to keep the 
matter secret until the details are ar- 
ranged. 

Officials of the Great Northern have 
been in the city for several weeks, 
quietly working on the plan, and are 
enthusiastic in regard to it.

SMELT1NG AT BOUNDARY CREEK 
This week I had a very interesting 
conversation with Mr. Flumerfelt, who is 
now acting as assistant general manager

Murder of King Humbert Calls Atten- 
tion to Former Attempt to Bill 
Him.

Now that UrescI has been sentenced U 
may be Interesting to give a few details ol 
the life of I'assanaute, who was the first; 
to attempt Ihe life of King Humbert only 
a few months after his uccesi ion to the 
throne, l'asstinante at his trial was con- 
sidered lo he of dull Intellect, but not BUf- 
II, 'lent ly to make him Irresponsible for bis 
actions. He was taken therefore to the 
ordinary prison, where those condemned to 
life sentences are confined. Hu went 
through the period of solitary conllncment 
but this so preyed on a brain naturally 
weak that In time he was adjudged mail 
and removed to the insane prison, where 
he now Is. Italy has only one of these 
prisons, which is a large edifice at Mon- 
telupo, formerly a villa belonging to the 
Grand Duke of Tuscany. It has always an 
average of from 300 to -100 prisoners, who 
are divided Into various classes. Multi-

COULD CHINA HEAT THE WOULD 

Lord Wolseley Is .Said to Have Thought 
c>o Ttvelve Years Ago. 

From the London Express. 

It is a striking fact that all Europeans 
who have been brought into contact with 
the Chinese regard them with admira- 
tion, asj a race with a. future. 

Stout and muscular for Orientals, tem- 
perate, industrious, able to live on the 
merest pittance, and easily contented, 
the Chinese make their way wherever 
they find themselves. The action of the 
United States, Australia and British 
Columbia in practically prohibiting their 
immigration, to protect the white men, 
shows that familiarity with the Chinese 
breeds uneasiness. 

Than Gen. Cordon no European ever 
knew more intimately the Chinese, i.nd, 
while acknowledging their defects, ho 
held them in high esteem. The latent 
possibilities of the -101 1,000,000 of China 
lie declared were illimitable. 

Lord Wolseley, who was in China as 
a Hritish representative during the Tae- 
ping rebellion, holds the same views. 

He believes the Chinese arc the coming 
race and will overrun the world. In his 
opinion the hattie of Armageddon will 
he fought between the Anglo-Saxons and 
ihe Chinese. 

For 300 years past: the Chinese have 
been under Tartar tyranny. The Mun- 
ehus have ruled by the simple expedient 
of chopping off all the mo.-t advanced 
and capable heads, lest reformation 
should begin. 

That the Chinese ire the subject race 
of the Manchus should, never be f J'-gcl- 
ten. The day of the iVrtar tyranny 
must reach its tether, A Chinese Mo- 
hammed or Napoleon,' n great law-giver 
or general, will arise, arouse the Chinese 
hundreds of millions from their three 
centuries' slumber, and lead them for- 
ward and onward. 

"They will lake," slid Lord Wolseley 
in an interviewer u dozen years ago, "to 
Ihe profession of arms, and then will 
hurl themselves upon the Russian em- 
pire. Before the Chinese armies — as 
they possess every military virtue, are 
stolidly indifferent to death, and capable 
of inexhaustible endurance — the Rus- 
sians will go down. 

"Then the Chinese armies will march 
westward. They will overrun India, 
sweeping us into the sen. Asia will be- 
long to them, nnd then at last English, 
Americans, Australians will have to rally 
for a last desperate conflict. So certain 
do I regard this that I think one fixed 
point of our policy should be to strain 
every nerve and make every sacrifice to 
keep on good terms with China. China 
is the coming power." 

The leader of f lic Taepings, who forty 
years ago would have succeeded in over- 
throwing ihe Tartar dynasty but for 
"Chinese" Cordon, very nearly became 
the Mohammed of China. I.le was a rc- 
foruier, professed a sort of bastard 
Christianity, styling himself the Uterine 
Brother of destis Christ. Had Gordon 
not rescued the Mnncliu government, 
China_ to-day might have been a vital' 
force Instead of an inert nines. 

Hut for Gordon the dynasty would 
have fallen. China might have set her 
house in order, as Japan has done, nnd 
an up-to-date nation of 400,000,000, is 
a world power. To-day China is at war 
with the world; if those things had hap- 
pened it would have taxed Ihe white 
world's resources to war with China. 

This yellow danger is a real and grcit 
one. It has attracted the fancy ot 
various novelists, uldle the German Em- 
peror's cartoon of a few years ago was a 
powerful pi'ctornl representation of 
powerful pictorial representation of 
Europe at bay against the yellow race.

HUZ Al ! EST (IAN LITERA'PUItlS. 

The Elizabethan perlo'd of literature is 
the brightest in our language. Never be- 
fore or since lias England produced in 
one single reign, so many literary gen- 
iuses. It was preceded by a time which 
was noted for its barrenness, and the ad- 
vance from such inferior to such superior 
literature in so short a time is marvelous. 
One of the causes given" for this rapid 
.stride, is the clamor for religious reform. 
The different sects then began to make 
written attacks on each other and al- 
though this did not add much to our lit- 
erature, it practised men in the art of 
■composing. Another cause is the influ- 
ence exerted by the Italian literature. 
Florence was at this time the sent of 
learning in Europe and many English 
gentlemen went there to study. They 
were brought into contact with such men 
gis Petrarch and other great poets, and 
the inspiration which they received from 
these men, had its effect in England— the 
love of stories spread widely. 

Also the Greek and Roman classics 
were frequently translated, and in this 
way the best models were brought before 
the people. 

Before Elizabeth's time it was consid- 
ered degrading for people to write for the] 
public unless they were driven to do so 
l)y poverty; but wheta such men us Lyly, 
Spenser, and Sidney, published their; 
works, many who would othoj.wi.se have' 
laid aside their manuscripts// now pre- 
sented them to the public, V,j6n strove to 
equal the works of Spenser vnd Sidney, I 
and thus English literature reached a' 
higher grade than it had ever reached 
before. 

One trait of this literature, is the ridic- 
ulous flattery of Elizabeth, even in the 
works of Sponsor. 

Two of the four stars of the first mag- 
nitude shone forth in this reign — Spenser 
and Shakespeare. The two works for 
which Spenser is most noted are: "The 
Shepheard's Calendar" and the "Faerie • 
Queen." "The Shepherd's Calendar" is 
an exquisite pastoral, containing twelve 
eclogues— one for each month of the year, 
and I may mention that one was devoted 
to praise of Queen Iless. It was finished 
in 1579, and its publication made Spen- 
ser the first poet of his day. But the 
"Faerie Queen" is Spenser's greatest 
work. It was intended to represent the 
warfare of twelve knights, each knight 
personating one of the twelve virtues of, 
Aristotle, and their warfare was against 
the vices and evils which oppose those 
virtues. Spenser wrote but six books,' 
still they sufficient to make his name im- 
mortal in English literature. I 

Shakespeare, our greatest poet, has 
written thirty seven plays, besides some 
excellent poems and sonnets; he employs 
fifteen thousand words, while the vocab- 
ulary of the average educated man 
ranges from three to five thousand. His 
plays are divided into three distinct class- 
es—tragedies, comedies and historical ! 
plays. Macbeth. King Lear, Romeo and 
Juliet, Hamlet, and Othello, are his prin- I 
oipal tragedies. Merchant of Venice, j 
Taming of the Shrew, and the Midsum- I 
mer Night's Dream constitute his best 
comedies, wdiile Richard III and Julius : 
Caesar represent his best historical plays. I 
Shakespeare's works are enjoyed as 
much, if not more, to-day, than in the 
days when they were written. His- 
poems are also very line, the principal 
one being "Venus am! Adonis." Many, 
epithets have been bestowed upon Shake- 
speare, such as "the thousand souled," 
the "oceanic minded," etc. 

Other great writers of Ibis lime are: 
Sidney. Kaleigh, Bacon, Ascham, Hooker 
and Johnson. Sidney's greatest works i 
are the "Arcadia," and the "Defense of | 
Poesie." In the latter work, criticism., 
as a branch of English literature was' 
first introduced. lie defended poetry | 
again: ! the well-meaning but mistaken I 
puritans who would have completely done 
away with the highest of aits. 

Raleigh wrote "The History of the 1 
World." It opens with the creation, and 
closes with the second Macedonian war, 
(ICS B. O), and is .■specially noted for 
its fine accounts of the histories of anci- 
ent Greece and Rome. 

Bacon wrote "Essays" ami a scientific 
work called the "Instauratio Magna." in- 
troducing in the latter work, a new sys- 
iem of logic. His "Essays" are splendid 
examples of classical English prose. 

Rogei ARcham's fame rests upon two 
works: "The Schoolmaster," and "Tox- 
ophilus." The former is the first vork 
on education in our literature: while 
"Toxophilus" is work upholding the 
necessity of outdoor sports, although it 
pays too much attention to archery. 

Hooker's "Haws of Ecclesiastical 
Polity" is to this day considered the stan- 
dard theological work. ITsillam says that 
it is a masterpiece of English eloquence, | 
and there are few English prose works 
that can equal it. 

Johnson, a celebrate critic and wit, 
wrote some fine plays, among which are 
''Every Man in His Humor," "Yolpone," 
"Cateline and Sejnnus," and the "Alche- 
mist." 

Peele, Marlowe and Greene, contem- 
poraries of Shakespeare, also lived in 
this time, and "Tamburln ine the Great." 
written by Marlowe, Is still acted and en- 
joyed. 



The English reached its prime during 
the reign of Elizabeth. Beginning with 
the Miracle, Mystery ami Morality play, 
it by a rapid stride, reached the high 
limit, which is marked by the magnifi- 
cent productions of Shakespeare, which 
have never been equalled. 

It may be mentioned that some people 
believe the works which we attributed to 
Shakespeare, to have been written by- 
Bacon. This idea was first brought be- 
fore the public by Delia Bacon, and now 
has many enthusiastic followers. But 
the vast differences between the style of 
writing, and the lives of the two men, 
makes this idea seem preposterous.

A YOUNG TEACHER'S DIFFI- 
CULTIES. 
I have been asked to write an article 
on the above heading. Although not 
now one of the High school pupils, 1 
always feel an interest in any new move- 
ment amide by the school in which I 
spent four very pleasant years. 

First let me try to describe to you the 
place in which 1 first encountered the 
difficulties of a teachi 
place..

The lirsl morning I went to the scheol 
seven or eight very quiei children were 
assembled in the yard. 1 suppose won- 
dering what the new teacher was like. 
When nine o'clock came my lirsl im- 
pulse was to tell them to "conic in," in- 
stead of properly ringing the bell and 
marching them in v< ry orderly. The roll 
call aud preliminaries gone through 
things went on very smoothly. Let me 
give a bit of advice to my friends in a 
similar position, or to those intending to 
enter upon the duties of school teaching. 
Learn to control your face, and when a 
scolding is needed for some laughable 
offence, scold the offender without letting 
ii smile break the gravity of your coun- 
tenance. Do not get very angry, if when 
you have just told u pupil to do an exer- 
cise in geography, iiud^pu come to cor- 
rect it, you find she has filled her slate 
with problems in arithmetic; saying "she 
did not understand you". When this 
happens very often you think that you 
are losing the art of expressing yourself. 

In an ungraded school the difficulties of 
an inexperienced teacher are somewhat 
greater than those of one commencing 
work in a graded school. In the latter 
you have only one (Mass to think and plan 
for, while in an ungraded school you 
have the work of from three to seven to 
arrange and attend to. The working up of 
a programme for such a school demands 
considerable time and thought, especially 
from one who has not had a great deal 
of experience iu the methods employed: 
but when once a plan is reduced to work- 
ing order it Is a great comfort. 

There are other difficulties which a 
young teacher has to meet, but if all the 
difficulties and the pleasures were sum- 
med Up I think they would be about 
eiiua 1.

Even Growth of Population in Last 
Ten Years Shown by Census. 

Whatever expectations there may have 
been of radical changes, the fact is now 
evident that this yenr's federal census, 
unlike any of the preceding ones, shows 
an almost uniform increase of the popu- 
lation of American cities, and very lit- 
tle change in the relative position of one 
city- to another, compared with the enum- 
eration of 10 years ago. 

Between 1880 and 1890 there were 
many striking changes in the position of 
American cities as to population. Chi- 
cago rose from fourth to second place. 
Philadelphia fell from second to third. 
St. Louis and Boston changed places, 
Boston being the more populous city of 
the two in 1889 and St. Louis the morn 
populous in 1890, During the decade 
Cleveland rose from eleventh to tenth 
place, Buffalo from thirteenth to eleventh 
Detroit from eighteenth to fifteenth, Min« 
ucapolis the most surprising change of 
nil, from thirty-eighth to eighteenth. SI 
Paul rope from the forty-fifth place 
among American cities to the twenty- 
third, Denver from fifteenth to the twen- 
ty-seventh. On the other hand, Charles- 
ton, S.C., fell from thirty-siilh to fifty- 
third place and Hartford from forty- 
third to fifty-fourth. Omaha increased 
from 311,000 to 139.000 population, and 
Los Angeles from 11,000 to 50,000. 

So far as the cities are concerned the 
census of the United States for 1900 is 
practically completed and shows few of 
the changes that marked the census of 
ten years ago. The six chief cities of 
the country. New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, St. Louis, Boston and Baltimore, 
remain in exactly the same position as ten 
years ago, something unprecedented in 
the history of the country. Two cities, 
Cleveland and Buffalo, have by the op- 
eration of like causes— th.e development 
of railroad business in connection with 
the lake trade — gained some in position, 
iiiMtead of being ninth and tenth among 
American cities respectively they are now 
seventh and eighth, and the two cities 
which exchanged places with them, San 
Francisco and Cincinnati, now occupy 
ninth and tenth places respectively. 
Araong the ten cities of the United Stall's 
which were at the head of the list ten 
years ago, there is not one which has 
fallen out Of that place. 

For eleventh ami twelfth places Pills- 
burg and New Orleans Have moved, 
Pittsburg one point up and New Orleans 
one point down. The thirteenth place 
occupied by Washington In years ago, is 
now taken by Detroit, the fourteenth by 
Milwaukee and the fifteenth by Wash- 
ington. Louisville has moved a point 
up. from nineteenth to eighteenth place 
and Jersey City, possibly through its 
(dose proximity to New York, has moved 
up also. Minneapolis and St. Paul have 
moved down tn make way for them. 

An illustration of the evenness in the 
growth of population during the past ten 
years is given by Rochester and St. Paul, 
two cities in different parts of the eou:e 
fry, which have little in common, but 
share the general growth and prosperity 
of the country at this time. Ten years 
ago Rochester had n population of 133,- 
98(1, and St. Tanl has lP,:!.ir,i;. After 
ten years Ttoehestor now has 162,435, 
and St. Paul 102,032. The increase of 
population in the two cities has prac- 
tically been the same, hut between 
1880 and 1S00 Rochester gained 47,000 
and St. Paul 02,000.— New York Sun.

A considerable work undertaken by th 
government in the Soudan has been tin 
rebuilding of the cities which the der 
visiles had destroyed, or had allowed to 
decay. Of these by far the niont import- 
ant was of course, the rebuilding of 
Khattoum, involving as it did the trans- 
ference of the seat of government from 
the Dervish city of Omdurmiin. A var- 
iety of motives urged the necessity of 
this step; it was gratifying both to Brit- 
ish and Egyptian national sentiment to 
see the restoration of the old capital of 
the Soudan undertaken almost as a mat- 
ter of course, in tribute to the memory of 
Gordon, immediately alter the disper- 
sion of the rebels who had sacked the 
city and taken the Pacha's life. It was 
undignified and therefore dangerous for 
a goverumeut whose strength is no* in- 
dependent of its prestige to accept a 
capital from the dervishes al second- 
hand; to destro) the Mahdi's city was 
the logical continuation of the policy 
which destroyed his body and his tomb. 

Independently of these inducements, 
however, Khartoum was chosen on its 
merits as the true national site 'of the 
capital of the Soudan. There were not 
wauting those who urged the claims of 
the Khalifa's city; that the site of Om- 
durmiin was higher, drier, and healthier 
could nut be denied. The great expense, 
both to the government and the people, 
or moving across the river was one which 
might not to be lightly undergone. It 
was a military consideration, always 
paramount in the Soudan, thai turned 
the scale. The strength of a fortified 
position at Khartoum would he so gron^ 
that no future Mahdi, even though be 
came with Maxim guns, would ever 
again be able to plant the black Mag 
of his jehad over the ruins of civilization. 

When it became known that it was 
Lord Kitchener's determination to re- 
build Khartoum a host of claimants to 
the soil sprung up where previously there 
had been none. It was found necessary 
to appoint a commission, under the pre- 
sidency of Lieut. -Col. Drage, to adjudi- 
cate upon these conflicting claims, and 
to award compensation in eases where 
tin' land was required by the government, 
In some cases the old deeds had been 
preserved; in others these had perished, 
and the testimony of witnesses alone 
was available; in others again, restitu- 
tion had previously been made by the 
Egyptian government in 1885. Assisted 
by two mamours and by two ancient 
notables, Lieut. -Col. Darge sat for four 
months receiving claims and counter 
claims and issuing certificates to those 
who had succeeded in establishing their 
ownership. This issue of certificates 
was followed in many instances by their 
sale for trilling sums' to the Greek trad- 
ers, who had already arrived upon the 
scenes and much of the most valuable 
land in the new city passed thus at once 
into the hands of a few wealthy capital- 
ists: a striking example of the necessity 
of the ground landlord to the constitu- 
tion of the infant community, 

The whole city has been laid out on a 
metropolitan scale. The river front 
along the banks of the Blue Nile is more 
than three miles long; the depth inland 
is nearly a mile and a half. The public 
buildings lie along the river bank. To 
the extreme southeast tin- Gordon Me- 
morial College, a large red. brick struc- 
ture with shady galleries and porticos, 
covering three sides of a square, has 
far outstripped its scholars and in a few 
months it will be rsady for work. In 
the centre of the lines on the exact site 
id' Cordon's palace, rises the palace of 
the governor-genera', now practically 
completed. It is a handsome Venetian 
looking red brick edifice, with white 
stone [Headings ami ogives 1 ; the facade, 
overlooks the river, the epell court, flank- 
ed by two wings, looks out over the city 
across a spacious garden iu which there 
still tlourish a few of the old palms and 
lemon trees of Gordon's day. Farther 
northwest are other large buildings which 
will soon' be finished, the government of- 
fices and the supply and ordnance ..inn*. 
The road in front of them will be Hanked 
throughout by a stone river wall. 

Parallel with this imposing river front 
run several long avenues -Sirdar's aven- 
ue. Victoria avenue, Shasia Cromer. 
These are regularly crossed by main 
streets, not less than ninety feci wide. 
The blocks thus formed are further in- 
tersected by diagonals, the cross roads 
forming the key points of the city for 
purposes id' defence in such a way that 
four Maxim guns could control the whole 
interior of the city. Near the northeast 
corner of the river front there is being 
rapidly hutii by British : ipil 1 1 t » - hoti ! 
which at Ihe end of their long desert 
journey will receive the weary visitors to 
the capital of the Soudan. Nearer the 
centre of the town are the shops, re- 
stricted to the quarter round the sook or 
bazaar, and close at hand a covered mar- 
ket on Iniliaii models is about to be built 
in Abbas square. A mosque and an En- 
glish church are also to he erected at 
government expense, and the Christian 
cemetery of the Austrian mission, which 

had 1 n utterly wrecked by the fury of 

the dervishes, has been restored, and the 
gravestones replaced by Colonel Drage's 
care. Outside all these buildings on the 
desert front a line of defensible barracks, 
with redoubts, will be drawn along the 
narrow arc from Nile to Nile. 

Such is the new city of Khartoum as 
if lies behind the fringe of palm and 
orange groves which rise, a true mirage 
among the false, to greet the traveller 
approaching across the barren deserts 
of the north; a city of broad streets and 
handsome buildings, of tramways and 
electric light, planted in the heart of 
Africa by the autocratic will of a singlo 
man, designed in its cntirty and equipped 
with all its public buildings within a year 
by the group of brilliant, young officers 
of the Royal Engineers on wdiose devoted 
shoulders the burden of this work has 
lain.

Wi' were iu the pilot bouse and thu | possiblo to lie- 
steamer was sailing along in Stephen's moment ou tli 
Channel, when the captain drew our at- 
tention to a disturbance in the water 
about a mile ahead. Big waves of spray 
were dashing up and occasionally we 
caught a glimpse of a black body and 
then a streak of white, that Hashed lor 
a second to vanish the next. As we drew 
jiearer looking through our glasses the 
captain gave it his opinion that we were 



down the river, every one looks forward [room for the two boats to make way; 



coming upon a thrasher killing a whale. 

The thrasher travels in company with 
a sword fish when on his killing expedi- 
tions, the sword lish taking up his posi- 
tion under the whale, and the thrasher 
using his great I'm like a hammer on the 
victim's back. 

The boat moved along swiftly, and 
presently we could sec the objects more 
clearly. The whale was jumping and 
spouting in the water, and there, above 
him, we could see the great murderous 
tin, beating rhythmically up and down. 
So' engaged were the monsters in their 
eonUiet that they scarcely heeded our 
approach until the boat was within a 
stone's throw of them, when suddenly 
there was a great plunge and the two 
disappeared. In less than a minute the 
whale was in sight again. It jumped 
quite clear of the water, high iu the air, 
returning with a mighty splash to swim 
away ami reappear a quarter of a nti c 
beyond. It had evidently freed itself 



si" - ", of safely tor one 
way. The canyon is so 
narrow that a steamer can just make 
the passage without touching the steep 
sides, and the waters are as swift as in 
a cataract. When a boat comes through, 
it is impossible ever to return, and con- 
sequently as a sort of farewell, the whis- 
tle blows constantly until all danger is 
over and the canyon is left behind. In 
White Horse rapids there is les.s danger 
than in the canyon, though many small 
boats and scows have been wrecked here. 
There ih a pathetic little graveyard on 
the right bank of Fifty Mile, just below 
the rapids, where many un-nnmcd men 
lie buried, who caine to their death 
by drowning in the mad, rushing waters 
above. 

To get to the rapids from White Horse, 
we went on the "ferry." This is a very 
dignified name for a rowboat with seat- 
ing accommodations for live and om 
man to do the pulling. The water here 
is so swirt that when we started to ti' 
across, we saw the little wharf we had I 
just left vanishing above us, while we j 



to shooting Five Fingers as the most ex- 
citing experience of all. You will see 
the big rocks 1 before you, with apparent- 
ly no opening whatever, when suddenly 
the boat shakes a little, you will catch n 
glimpse of foamy water beside her, and 
you are through, and Five Fingers is 
left behind. 

If one has plenty of money there is 
scarcely anything that ennuot be bought 
iu Dawson. Some of the shops would 
do credit even to a large city. There are 
plenty of sidewalks' here and one can 
walk comfortably, though the streets are 
so crowded with men, especially at night, 
that it i.s a little bard to get along. Man 
of every description meet you at every 
turn. There are Germane, Swedes, It- 
alians, Austria ns, Frenchmen, Russians, 
Jews anil even a few Chinamen and 
.laps. Men of all nationalities, of all 
ages and sizes. Men in every state of 
prosperity and the reverse. There are 
handsome men and ugly men. 
overalls and jumpers, men in flannel 
shirts and trousers and long boots, men 
in linen dusters, men in Norfolk jackets 
and knickerbockers, men in absolutely 
correct morning or evening suits with 
spotless linen, silk hats, gloves and 



and as neither would give place to the 
other, they rounded curves und pushed 
along with their sides occasionally in 
contact. 

Thirty Mile is a lovely little stream of. 
water, aud the boat puffs along as 
though really ashamed to disturb the 
gentle serenity. The trees, cottonwoou 
and birch, are a delicate green and pale 
yellow all along the water's rim, with 
hero and there, a patch of red leaves or 
moss to give a touch of vivid color. You 
will make abrupt little turns, and tbcj 
engines will stop, While the boat pushes 
up against the bank, its bow brushing 
the trees and disturbing the grasses, mak- 
ing the water run away inland; then 
baffled by the narrowness of the passage 
the steamer will back down stream again 
to run its stern against another banki 
and set all the trees fluttering and tremb- 
ling. It is all very lovely, the soft deli- 
cacy of the immediate scenery, the low 
Men in (hills just beyond, and the red-grey moun- 
tains a mile away, with little patches of 
white upon them where the early enow: 
has fallen. 

In many places along the Yukon tin 
river is very' shallow, and the men must 
gunge the depth constantly. Two of the

Our first introduction to the Norm waj 
through the appearance id' a beautiful 
iceberg that was floating along towards 
us, looking very stately ami majestic, 
It was a deep shade of blue, and the sun 
shining upon it. made it appear wonder-] 
fully clear and transparent. As we pass- 
ed it we noticed that it had melted in 
tho centre, and was in the shape of a 
huge archway the water running through! 
between two great columns of ice. 

Skagwav has grown a great ilea in 
the last year. It is only a rough place 
yet, but it is vastly changed from the 
semi-mining camp of two springs ago. 
Everything along the railway and along 
the Yukon river is changing. One' can 
travel in comfort from Victoria to Haw- 
son, missing really very little of the con- 
veniences of home, always with the ex- 
ception of milk and cream, though the 
"sour doughs" have become so accus- 
tomed to the manufactured article as to 
really enjoy it. 

Speaking of Skagwav, it is surprising 
to find how few people passing through 
or stopping there have seen Held s tails. 
To reach them one must go up the rail- 
road, past the shops, then to the right, 
through the toll gate, a quarter of a mile 
along the old Brackett road skirtim; the 
graveyard on the hill; by this time the 
end of the falls may be seen, running 
and tumbling over the rocks and under 
a miniature bridge. Then climb a log or 
two and make an abrupt turn, keeping 
close to the side of the mountain, ion 
will hear the roar of the falls, but will 
not see them, until, putting aside the 
branches you step out upon the Hat wet 
rocks and behold the cataract in all its 
beauty. , . , , 

People say it is not as high as it looks, 
certainly it' appears to fall from a very- 
great height; but then it is a very narrow 
canyon, and the slenderness of the body 
of falling water makes it appear longer. 
.The rocka all about are massive, and tho 
growth large and thick, the most jiotic- 
able thing among the vegetation being 
a huge phiut known as the "devil's walk- 
ing stick" from the wicked looking, poi- 
sonous thorns that grow on stalk and leaf 
alike, ami which have an uncomfortable 
faculty for working in wherever they 
mar take hold. 

No matter how often one may travel 
over the White Pass and Yukon railway 
one will never tire of the experience. 
Certainly the mighty grandeur of the 
scenery cannot be surpassed, and the 
panoramic changes of view prevent the 
slightest monotony. There ars moun- 
tains so vastly broad and high as to make 
one almost wonder at the audacity of the

There are hills all softljl 
mossed and flowered. There are rushing 
mountain torrents that sing down the 
side of a cliff and vanish under the track 
to reappear below. There are tree- 
trimmed rivers and level bits of country, 
-where the moss grows thick and where 
the (lowers show many colors. There am 
with? lakes unruffled and still, that re- 
flect the blue sky. 

The journey along Lake Bennett is 
particularly interesting. To the casual 
olisorver this bit of road appears to be 
one of the easiest along the line, evident- 
ly requiring little trouble to build and 
yet, for the first few miles along the 
"lake, the cut is through the hardest kind 
of granite, and in one place, seventy-two 
feet of the solid rock have been removed 
to make a path for the locomotive. This 
one mile of railway cost .$200,000 to 
build. 

The scenery along the lake is very 
beautiful. Great mountains rear up 
their huge bulk on eve y side, and are 
reflected, dark and shadowy on the blue 
of the water. These mountains are excep- 
tionally high, and full of great crevasses, 
from the bottom of which, looking up, 
one can see the stars in the daytime as 
plainly as at night. 

For* all that the lake is so enclosed, it 
i.s subject to fierce storms, when the wat- 
er is roughened into great waves, and 
foaming surf is dashed upon the shores 
and against the rocky walls. Many 
scows have been wrecked during the 
storms hen 1 . 

You leave the lake at Caribou Crossing 
where there is a draw-bridge, and at 
which place you take the boat to Atlin. 
This latter trip is a very delightful one, 
and the scenery charmingly varied. Tim 
vegetation is abundant and beautiful, 
wild flowers fringing the margin of the 
water, and berries of all kinds growing 
in great profusion. 

Perhaps the mosr extraordinary sight 
along the railroad is the great emptied 
hike, which lies between Bennett and 
Caribou. It was intended to lower the 
lake here thirty feet, "but, instead, the 
whole body of water ran out, leaving 
behind it great hollows and ridges of 
sand with occasionally, fifty feet down 
along a. clay bottom, a slender little 
stream taking its way blindly— all that is 
.loft of the muss of water that had stood 
there for hundreds of ye»rs. .und that 
lias been moved to make a way for the 
pulling locomotive and the carriages that 
wind their way above. 

As the train ncars White Horse one 
gets the first glimpse of the great Yukon 
which here is known as Fifty Mile river. 
Looking down to the right Miles canyon 
may bo seen, which many of the steam- 
ers have passed through on the way 
from Bennett. This parage is one that 
is fraught with many dangers. One en- 
gineer who made it says that it is im- 



ucre carried down with the current un- 
til it seemed that we would reach Daw- 
son before we could land on the other 
side However, in time, we were across, 
and finding a quiet eddy cloae to the 
bank, the ferryman pulled the boat up to 
the wharf he had been seeking. 

White Horse is a very rough little 
town, but it might he worse. It might 
not have any sidewalk til all instead of 
the very fair one that takes you along 
the principal street. It might have more 
saloons, though one does not see quite 
where they would be put, and it might 
not have the mounted policemen, who 
give an air of law. order and pictur- 
esqueness to any town or village, no 
matter how unattractive that town or 
village may be. 

White Horse is very beautifully situ- 
ated. From the mountains at the back 
one can get the best view, ami the dis- 
tance of course, lends enchantment. 

It lies in the lap of the hills, a little 
glimmer of white touts and a shining 
stream of a river, with the rapids show- 
ing around the curve, far to the right. 
If it is a fair day, the sun shines in 
patches all over the mountains, making 
soft, dreamy lights wherever it touches 
the wooded hind*. If it is dark weather, ' puzzled most pc 
the hilltops are all wrapt in clouds, and j ami origin, 
the river Hows murky and silent, while' Perhaps 
here and there -real draping* o£ mist lie 
like a torn veil over the face of a black 
mountain. 

The sail down the Yukon to Dawson 
i.s not nearly so pleasant as the sail back, 
judging of course, from a tourist's point 
of view. There is so much to be neen 
and enjoyed that two days are not long 
enough for one to take in all the beau- 
tics, though if one craves excitement, 
one will find more iu the shorter trip.

Lake LeBarge, just below Fifty Mile, 
is a very large sheet of water and oc- 
casionally, very rough, so much so, that 
the waves wash the bow of the steameru 
and the spray is dashed to the upper 
decks. If the wind blows, it is safer to 
remain in the saloon until the hike is 
crossed, for waler buckets, am 1 chair 
will be tossed about and blown over- 
hoard, as they were with us, though 
they told us that usually in case of a 
storm, the boats lie over iu Thirty Mile 
until the water is calm.

unless you have at least one experience 
of this kind, you feel a little as though 
you had been cheated of a part of tho 
pleasures of the trip. 

The boat will be steaming along quiet- 
ly, when, suddenly, without the slightest 
warning, there will come a sickening 
sort of crunch, a lurch, and then a stop. 
Immediately the engines will cease work- 
ing, the steam bo let off, and the pumps 
started, although in all probability there 
will be no hole. Then comes the work 
of pushing off. This is a little difficult 
with the current pushing you farther on 
every minute. There are several ways 
of accomplishing it, however, and, in a 
long or short time, as the case may be. 
you are on the way again. Possibly you 
may run across another steamer iii a 
similar or more serious plight. If the 
latter, there will be a transfer of pas- 
sengers. It may happen that with this 
addition of people and freight, your boat 
will be too heavily laden, and you will 
have more sandbars to encounter. Yon 
may also be forced to share your room, 
and the steward may find that he has 
not sufficient to food you and tho new- 
comers as well as he has been feeding 
his own passengers before, so that will 
mean short rations until you reach Daw- 
son. But one can put up with a great 
deai when the great deal is inevitable. 

From the beginning of the trip tip and 



the rocks may stay as they are, tho boat 
may push iu vain against the blue slope 
of water, anil, after a few more futile 
efforts, you may bo forced to back ig- 
nominiously and pick up the cable, which 
i.s always a long and tedious bit of work.

LAWS FOR LADY CYCLISTS. 

Wheelwomen in Itussia, Germany, and 
Austrti Must Satisfy Examiners. 

From Daily Mail. 

Now that the fitness of women to cy- 
cle is being seriously called in question, 
owing to the large uumber of accidents 
that have befallen them, it is interesting 
to point out that abroad special laws 
are framed for lady cyclists. 

Continental authorities have always re- 
garded the capability of women cyclists 
with suspicion. When the cycling craze 
seized Europe five years ago special re- 
gulations were laid down lor women. 

Men are as free to cycle as in Eng- 
land. But ladies— it is the duty of the 
law to protect the weak from harm. 

In Germany before a lady can cycle in 
any of the larger towns and cities she 
must satisfy the police as to her profi- 
ciency in wheeling. 

Having emerged from the wobbling 
stage in the back garden, the lady cyclist 
obtains and fills up a schedule, applying 
for permission to ride at the next exam- 
ination for women cyclists. 

This form the lady Jills in with her age, 
rank, profession, place of birth, and place 
of birth of her parents, and a declara- 
tion of her parents' or guardians' con- 
scut to her cycling. 

This form is duly filled, aud the appli- 
cant called to appear at the next exam- 
ination by the police. The candidates aro 
required to mount their wheels without 
hesitation, to ride round a triangular 
path, and to dismount before the examin- 
er's table. The riding is not half so im- 
portant a matter as dismounting quick- 
ly and neatly. 

Those who satisfy the examiner pay a 
tax of 7s u'd and receive their certificate 
of proficiency in the shape of a booklet 
of cycling Jaws and regulations. This 
certificate the cyclist must always caTry 
when riding, or suffers line or the with- 
drawal of the license. 

In addition, the cyclist must carry two 
numbered badges— one on the handle-bar 
aud one on the saddle— thus offering a 
means of ready identification. 

In Vienna it is the same. A lady may 
have ridden there right across Europe, 
but she must not cycle in the city until 
she has satisfied the police us to her 
fitness. 

The examination consists in mounting 
and dismounting from both sides of the 
wheel, turniug corners, and riding in 
and out with twenty other cyclists on 
tho track. 

You pay half a crown ns examination 
fee ami another 2s Gd for the little book 
of rules governing cycling in Vienna. 
The police photograph you and fit the 
photo iutu the book, charging 2s for 
this means of identification and of pre- 
venting the transfer of the license. 

You then receive your number, graver, 
on a brass bar, about a foot in length 
and 3in. broad. This you hook ou the 
handle-bar. and it is so large that the 
police can identify you across the street. 

Then you may cycle ii. Vienna, pro- 
vided you carry yoar license with you. 
Without it you are lined on the spot or 
taken to prison. The regulations am 
very strict and minute. For instance, 
no lady may take her hands from the 
handle-bar while riding. 

Until a couple of years ago cycling by 
ladies was prohibited in Russia. In 1804 
ia daring woman obtained permission 
from the police to cycle in St. Peters- 
burg. But after a fortnight's careering 
this first Russian lady cyclist fell from 
her machine and was so injured as to 
be taken to the hospital. 

That, doomed cycling by ladies in Rus- 
sia. The police would issue no mora 
permits, as they accounted themselves re- 
sponsible for all accidents. 

When ladies otf the Imperial family- 
took Tip the wheel this was relaxed. Since 
February, 18PS, lady cyclists have been 
tolerated in Russia. 

There is the same examination and 
same license as in Germany and Austria. 

There is the same tender care — or fear, 
of? — lady cyclists in Italy. For instance, 
in Florence the local authorities have 
ordained that every lady cyclist must 
carry two bells on her machine, though 
one is accounted sufficient for men. 
French wheelwomen are not harried by 
any such laws.
